NO  soft  words  will  hide  the  fact  that 
tension  has  mounted  over  the  state  of 
strain  wrought  by  the  high-handed 
course  of  Russia  in  Eastern  Europe.  The 
eyes  of  the  world  were  focussed  on  Berlin 
yesterday  as  Soviet  policies  drew  closer  to  a 
challenge  with  Western  powers  over  the 
fate  of  the  unhappy  jieople  in  the  German 
capital. 

On  Uie  one  hand  was  every  sign  that 
Russia  was  deliberately  provoking  the  situa- 
tion. teasing  with  delays  and  barracking 
with  obsli  ucUon  current  Western  moves  to 
carry  food  and  fuel  to  a panicky  metropolis 
On  the  other  there  were  growing  signs  of  a 
stiffening  resolve,  coupled  with  the  deter- 
mination that  Berlin  would  not  be  cut  off 
In  the  face  of  every  po.ilwar  pledge  and  ob- 


lit 

tigation  made  between  the  Allied  nations 
jointly  victorious  In  that  conflict. 

Russia  la  putting  herself  beyond  tlic 
understanding  and  sympathy  of  those  who 
are  earnestly  striving  for  a peaceful  world. 
Her  leaders  are  following  a |X)liey  indis- 
tinguishable from  that  of  Hitler  only  a few 
years  ago:  one  of  conquest  by  bluff  and  In- 
timidation. Without  recourse  to  arms  It  ui 
obvious  that  there  is  a short  limit  to  such  a 
policy  if  world  peace  is  to  be  preserv’cd. 

The  lime  for  appeasement  has  run  out. 
Only  a firm  stand  taken  now  will  halt  this 
deliberate  encroachment  upon  the  Joint 
tenure  of  a defeated  land.  Faced  by  that 
stand,  Russia  would  back  down,  short  of 
war.  but  not  short  of  every  single  inch  she 
ran  obtain  by  bluff  and  coercion  on  the 
way.  *

This  is  an  innovation 
that  will  be  welcomed  by  childless  couples 
who,  under  the  Blue  Cross  plan,  receive  no 


ailowaure  for  the  fact  that  they  have  no 
d#*  pendents, 

The  .scheme  explained  m detail  by  Mr. 
Pear.son  bean  all  the  marks  of  an  actu- 
arially  sound,  carefully-worked-oul  attempt 
to  remove  the  fears  of  hospital  bills  and  at 
the  same  time  meet  the  serious  problem  of 
hospital  operating  deficits. 

That  it  may  in  time  supersede  the  Blue 
Cro.ss  and  possibly  other  mutual  benefit 
groups  seems  Inevitable  The  Blue  Cross 
has  filled  a pressing  need  for  several  years, 
but  it  is  founded  on  non-profit  principles 
and  if  the  service  it  was  designed  to  give 
can  be  provided  more  cheaply  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. no  harm  should  be  done  to  any- 
one. U might  perhaps  have  been  more  prac- 
tical for  the  Government  to  have  taken  over 
the  Blue  Cross,  using  its  experienced  per- 
sonnel as  a nucleus  of  the  new  administra- 
tive organization  That  may  yet  come  to 
pass. 


Security  Coitnril  Hardens  Its  Attitude 


The  United  Nations.  Security  Council 
has  done  what  it  might  well  have  done 
before;  It  has  laid  the  law  down  to  both 
warring  sides  m Palestine  and  ordered  a 
cease  fire.  This  is  the  strongest  measure 
yet  passed  by  the  Council,  for  it  hasjiehind 
It  the  threat  of  .sanctions  and.  if  necessary, 
force  of  arms.  Having  invoked  the  cover- 
ing section  of  the  Charter,  the  world  body 
ha.s  no  alternative  now  but  to  take  decisive 
action  if  bloodshed  docs  not  end  in  the  Holy 
Land. 

For  once  there  was  no  veto  cast  to  pre- 
vent the  Security  Council  adopting  the 
•‘peace  or  else  " attitude  necessary  to  en- 
sure at  least  a truce  in  Palestine.  The  Israeli 
Oovemmcnl  has  already  announced  its 
compliance  with  the  order,  and  It  will  be 
strange  If  the  Arab  states  do  not  equally 


sense  the  wisdom  of  bowing  to  the  man- 
date. Out  of  an  enforced  truce,  which  pre- 
sumably can  bf  extended  Indefinitely,  may 
come  some  final  compromise  that  will  lead 
to  a better  solution  of  the  impasse. 

While  the  last-mlnule  vigor  shown  by  the 
Security  Council  gives-the  United  Nations 
a chance  to  redeem  some  of  its  past  hesi- 
tations, there  is  the  wonder  if  it  would  be 
quite  so  decisive  were  the  disputants  of 
larger  national  calibre.  The  threat  to  world 
peace  seems  at  lra.st  as  grave  in  Berlin  as 
it  has  been  In  Palestine,  for  example,  yet 
one  has  not  yet  seen  equal  forthright- 
ness in  coming  to  grips  with  this  problem. 
The  veto  would  undoubtedly  emerge  agajn 
here,  but  until  It  finds  a way  of  intervening 
in  big  power  disputes  the  United  Nations 
will  remain  shorn  of  much  of  its  intended 
usefulness.

Tor  the  .subject  of  the  dUeuuicma  U the  auocl- 
atlon  of  the  United  Riales  and  Canada  with  the 
new  West  European  eecurlty  lyetem  creaiad  in 
April  by  the  Treaty  of  Brussels. 

That  treaty-  with  Us  mutual  pledge  betaeen 
the  five  ilRnatorie.A  to  come  to  the  aid  of  any  one 
of  them  which  may  be  the  object  of  armed  at- 
Urk  in  Europe- -U  in  Itself  a landmark 

In  the  immediate  developments  of  the  Euro- 
pean situaUon  it  Is  an  unhappy  landmark  After 
the  war  it  was  auumed  in  the  Western  countries 
that,  the  Fascist  powers  having  been  annihilated, 
there  was  no  longer  any  danger  of  major  aggres- 
sion; except  the  dbUnt  possibility  of  a revival 
of  German  or  Japanese  militarism.  And  it  was 
assumed  also  Uiat  any  minor  aggression  could, 
before  it  became  a wider  menace,  be  promptly 
and  eflfcUvely  dealt  with  by  the  United  Nauons. 

Both  postulates  have  proved  loo  dubious  for 
safety.  Soviet  political  aggressiveness  has  been 
so  marked  that  no  goveniment  can  have  abso- 
lute  confldfnct  that  the  Soviet  Union  would,  if 
Uie  chances  appeared  favorable.  absUln  from 
military  agircision.  Nobody  assumes  that  a 
Bovlet  aggression  is  certain  or  even  probable  But 
nobody  darM  any  longer  to  rule  U out  of  all  cal- 
culation. as  a risk  against  which  no  precauUon 
need  be  taken.  Nor  does  U N.O.  provide  any  safe- 
guard. For  tl  would  be  unable  -lf  only  because 
of  the  “Veto'  to  take  any  action  whatever 
against  an  aggreasloii  either  by  the  Buviel  Union 
or  by  any  of  lu  client  atatas. 

Hence  the  Treaty  of  BruseeU.  It  is  in  no  way 
aifmslve.  in  no  way  based  on  aoy  aggressive 
Intani.  Us  military  clauses  only  operate  In  the 
event  of  attack.  U is  the  appllcaUon.  In  a limited 
field,  of  that  concept  of  coUecUve  security  which 
only  too  clearly  has  now  no  general  applteauon. 
lU  porpose  is  not  only  to  meet  alUek  should  it 
•oma,  but  to  be  a deterrent  to  any  thought  of 
ovtmmnlng  the  Western  democracies  by  atuck- 
tng  and  defeating  Uiem  one  by  one 

And  li  may  be  noted  as  also  a hiiiorieai  land- 
mark that  this  Is  the  first  Uase  In  her  long  his- 
tory of  eonnecliona  with  ConttnenBU  Europe  that 
Oreat  Brllalr^  has  in  advance  accepted  such  far- 
reaching  obligations

fective as  a deterrent  of  aggression  If  It  were 
known  to  have  tiie  support  of  the  vast  power- 
military  and  economic— of  the  United  States 
and  the  Briiish  Commonwealth. 

For  Britain  to  accept  defence  commitments  on 
the  Continent,  except  In  very  limited  and  par- 
ticular clrcumslancas.  ts  an  innoraUon.  For  the 
United  States  to  do  so  is  a revolutionary  change. 
Canning's  famous  but  flashy  phrase  about  calling 
in  the  New  World  to  redress  the  balance  of  the 
Old  hae  at  last  a real  meaning  and  one  which  he 
certainly  did  not  foresee. 

And  the  importance  of  the  Washington  talks 
U this,  tliat  they  are  not  discussing  any  question 
of  so-called  “principle’'  but  queetione  of  ways  and 
meani.  The  people  of  tlie  United  SUtes,  Uke  the 
people  of  the  United  Kliigdom,  heve  understood 
■M  strangely  governments  of  eome  European 
democracies  still  flinch  from  understandings 
that  safely  or  democracy  are  only  to  be  had  by 
collective  action:  and  that  there  is  nothing  more 
dangerous  than  lo  shrink  from  collecUve  respon- 
stblUly.  • 

The  ''Vandenberg  ’ resolution  m the  United 
SUtes  Senate  has  accepted  the  new  principl#. 
that  the  United  Btatee  may  be  "aasoclated"  with 
regional  groups  and  airangcmente  devised  for 
the  safeguarding  of  peace. 

The  Washington  eonvtrsaUons  turn  to  prartt- 
ral  problems  In  what  way  can  that  assoriatlqn 
be  made  with  th#  “WMiem  Union"  group?  Wliat 
economic  aid  can  be  given  lo  their  preparadneu? 
What  pledges  can  be  given,  on  what  condltiune 
and  in  what  circumstances,  of  armed  aid  in  case 
it  should  b*  raqulred?  ^ 

Now  these  are  big  and  complex  questions,  which 
will  not  be  solved  rapidly  or  lightly  or  in  a smgle 
group  of  conversations.  The  answering  of  them 
Involves  not  only  momentous  pollUcai  Issues  but 
Also  intrirau.  complax  Uchnlcal  problems 
A tramendoui  work  Is  being  very  quietly  taken 
In  hand.  It  is  the  formation  of  the  grvatoat  artd 
most  powerful  organization  of  nations  for  the 
safeguarding  of  pcaca  a^  the  protection  of  de- 
mocracy that  the  worto  hae  yet  known.  The 
concepUone  of  the  League  and  of  the  Unllod  Na- 
Uone  were  widae^on  paper  more  attraetlva.  But 
their  very  aim  of  ‘ unlveraaltty"  proved  as  lrun*e- 
ally  enough  M Litvinov  used  Ureleaaly  to  argue 
in  Geneva -a  fatal  artaknaw  Thie  new  M»<»*ia- 
tlon,  which  u coming  aO' unobtrusively  into  ex- 
UUnee,  Is  etrongcr  than  either  because  II  has  not 
only  a massive  phyaleal  ateength  but  • real  unity 
of  aim  and  purpose.

It  ran  be  expected  then 
that  If  serenity  wax  something  lo 
denote  the  day-by-day  tempo  of 
Greater  Victorians  this  alii  be  further 
accentuated  without  antiquated  itrecU 
car  noises  and  the  quips  continue.

Victorians  needn  t pay  much  atten- 
tion to  (hat  sort  of  badinage.  Tiiey 
know  their  city  is  a fair  place  to  call 
home,  and  that  they  can  go  along 
with  progress  as  (he  opportunities  pre- 
sent At  (hat,  while  the  abandonment 
of  a utltily  inaugurated  60  years  ago 
by  far-sighted  pioneers  is  in  keeping 
with  modern  trends  in  transportation 
and  the  action  will  meet  with  Ihe  gen- 
eral approval  of  citiiens,  thara  are 
tome  who  grew  up  with  the  “tram  ” and 
can  still  appreciate  what  street-cars 
meant  in  the  shaping  of  their  daily 
comings  and  goings.  These  well  may 
experience  a nosUlgla  of  aorts  over 
the  absence  of  the  long-famlllaf  public 
conveyances,  which,  with  the  system, 
were  hardly  entitled  to  some  of  the 
unkind  things  frequently  voiced  about 
thAm. 

It  was  In  \m  that  the  National 
Tramway  St  Llxhling  Company  was 
formed  to  promote  street  railway  sys 
terns  and  generate  electricity,  for 
Hkhting  purposes  mainly,  in  Victoria 
and  Vancouver.  The  railway  pl.m  was 
for  horse-drawn  cars.  Ordered  and 
delivered.  Ihese  were  equipped  with 
motors  when  It  was  aub.iequently  de- 
cided t4i  operate  electric-driven  cars 
here,  first  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  the 
ihlnl  city  of  Canada  to  favor  the  new- 
fangled motive  power  for  street  trans- 
portation. 

SIXTY  YEARS  AGO 

Victoria  had  its  first  electric  trams 
In  operation  by  January.  1890.  and 
Vam’oijver  in  June,  that  same  year. 
'I'he  rolling  equipment  here  consisted 
of  five  Amall  cars,  with  six  miles  of 
track.  The  innovation  proved  popular 
and  expanded  through  several  re- 
organlradons  until  18W.  when  the 
utlliiy  bcgftn  lo  operate  under  the 
preNfin  name  and  style  BrlUsh  Co- 
lumbia Electric  Railway  Company.  In 
those  days  the  street  cars  were  a.«. 
much  a part  of  the  dally  life  of  Vic- 
toria's residents  a.%  were  the  ablution 
and  the  meal  liour. 

It  U undoubtedly  a fad.  tod.  that 
the  street  cars  served  the  City  of  Vlc- 
lona  to  excellent  purpose  since  IMO. 
Wherever  tracks  were  laid  real  estate 
took  on  new  values,  homes  were 
erected  close  to  the  Iranspurtatlnn 
routes  and  community  centres  sprang 
up  all  over  the  city.  Irrespective, 
then,  of  how  some  here  echo  'good 
riddance."  now  that  the  last  trips  of 
street  cars  have  been  completed,  there 
wtU  sun  be  a few  who  will  regret  their 
passing;  for  no  matter  what  their 
shortcomings  may  have  been  in  recent 
years,  (hey  did  make  the  way  easier  for 
some  generations  of  Victorians.  And 
even  while  appreciating  any  improve- 
ment In  the  tearing  up  of  tramway 
tracks  and  the  transition  from  steel 
to  rubber  and  from  eiectrlclty  lo  gas. 
one  can  hardly  argue  consistently  that 
the  era  of  the  ' tram”  does  not  rate  a 
substantial  measure  of  merited  praise.

OTTAWA  -Treachery  to  the  C C F.  s 
party-line  brought  about  the  ex- 
pulsion of  six  members  of  the  party 
last  week,  and  It  constitutes  one  of  llta 
strangest  stories  in  modem  Canadian 
politics.  Critics  of  the  party  eay  It 
reveals  a dlcUtorthlp  complex  without 
which  a Boclallst  <or  Communist) 
party  cannot  long  survive. 

The  story  happened  in  Budbury. 
where  Bob  Carlin  was  a former  meen- 
ber  of  the  Ontario  Legislature,  repre- 
senting the  C C F.  Carlin  was  -and  is) 
a mtmber  of  the  International  Board 
of  the  Mine.  MR]  and  Smeller  Workers' 
Union,  which  in  the  United  SUtes  is 
rcg.irded  as  a Communist  outhl. 

In  the  recent  Ontario  election  the 
CC  F Provincial  Council  decided  U 
would  not  support  Cnrim  again,  and 
picked  anolher  randldale.  Carlin  was 
not  accused  of  being  a Communi.tt.  nor 
was  any  efTort  made  to  prove  that  he 
wa.s  a CorumuniMt;  and.  in  fact,  the 
CCF.  headquarters  in  Ottawa  admit 
that  they  are  nut  at  all  convinced  he 
u a Red. 

What  was  the  charge  agaiiui  him? 
It  was  said  Uiat  he  was  not  sufllclentiy 
vigorous  111  distinguishing  betwetn  the 
Communist  policies  of  the  Mine.  Mill 
and  Bmelter  Workers'  Union  and  the 
potifle.s  enunciated  by  the  Canadian 
Congress  of  Labor  and  Die  CCF. 
Carlin's  policies,  ruled  the  high  com- 
mand nf  the  socialist  party  in  Toronto 
and  OlUwa,  were  Incompatible  with 
the  C.C.F.  s.  Y’et  only  three  yrar.i  be- 
lore  he  had  been  endorsed  by  the  party 
and  represented  it  In  the  Legislature. 

Just  before  Uie  election  Carlin  was 
told  by  the  Provincial  Council  of  the 
C.C  F.  that  if  he  was  nominated  by 
any  group  his  nomination  would  not 
be  confirmed  by  the  party  bos.^es 
Carltn  thereupon  campaigned  as  an 
independent. 

What  happened?  Tragedy  befell 
the  CCF, 

Sudbury  was  regarded  a.5  'ihe  safest 
scut  In  Canaria"  for  ihe  party.  There 
were,  by  actual  count,  at  least  U.OOO 
C.C  F votes.  But  e Tory  (of  atl  things) 
won  the  election.

The  tribunal  of  three  summoned  the 
six  accused  to  appear  and  give  an 
arruunt  of  Uieinselves.  just  as  the 
Cominform.  for  example,  might  sum- 
mon a Comhiunist  accused  of  dlver- 
Klonlst " tactics,  or  whatever  the  ver- 
nacular is. 

According  to  Don  C.  Macdonald  the 
six  accused  confe.ssed  their  slru  and 
admitted  all  the  charges  against  them. 
They  were  permitted  to  speak  In  their 
own  defense,  but  at  the  end  of  the 
evening  the  tribunal  expelled  them 
all  f<ir  a period  of  two  years.  They 
may  apply  at  Die  end  of  that  time  for 
re-admlsslon  and  their  "conduct’'  in 
the  two-year  period  will  be  examined 
lo  see  If  Diey  have  been  thinking  cor- 
rectly and  acting  correctly,  in  line 
with  the  eociahet  doctrines.  If  the 
•’thought  police"  of  the  C.C.F.  think 
they’re  "safe  ' again,  they  can  rejoin 
the  cause. 

Because  the  quarrel  concerned  Com- 
munism. the  C.CF  high  command 
feeU  JusUfled  in  lU  atUtude  But  dis- 
ciplinary tribunals,  once  established, 
can  be  a threat  lo  the  whole  member- 
slup  of  a party,  a disgruntled  party- 
liner  might  lay  "informatimr  against 
a fellow-soclalUt.  and  the  whole 
machinery  would  be  etarted  toward 
expulelon.  It  could  only  happen  Inside 
Die  C C.F.

The  Dominion  Oovernmcnl's  obsti- 
nate refusal  to  appoint  a Royal 
CommlsJeon  to  carry  out  the  proposed 
investigation  of  Canada’s  general 
freight  rate  structure,  and  tU  insist- 
ence that  the  Board  of  Transport 
CommUeioners  handle  the  inquiry.  ha« 
put  the  fovemmenu  of  the  Western 
and  Maritime  Provinces  on  the  epot. 

The  seven  governments  had  hoped 
that  their  refusal  to  submit  briefs  to 
the  board— In  effect  boycotting  It— 
would  force  the  Federal  Cabinet  to 
appoint  a proper  oommUfton  It  was 
probabljf  coiculafed  that  the  Prime 
Minister  would  not  want  to  face  a 
repetition  of  the  poiUicai  sWmi  which 
was  stirred  up  over  freight  rates  last 
Spring  However,  things  haven’t 
worked  out  that  way— possibly  be- 


cause Parliament  had  adjourned  be- 
fore the  question  came  lo  a head. 

Since  Mr  King  U apparently  deter- 
mined to  persevere  in  hU  course,  the 
provinces  are  now  faced  with  the 
alternative  of  either  dropping  their 
objections  to  the  Board  of  Transport 
Commissioners  or  else  refusing  lo 
appear  at  the  hearings  It  wlU  pres- 
ently hold. 

The  iatler  course  would  be  extremely 
dangerous,  it  would  mean  that  the 
case  of  the  West  and  the  MarlUmee 
for  ■ revision  and  equalization  of 
freight  rates  would  not  hr  pre.ienled
